The drawings are objected to because in figure 1 , the boxes are not properly 
labeled. Reference numerals alone are insufficient. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the use of the 
term "envelope" is questioned in that the structure referred to by such a term does not 
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generally fit the meaning of the term. On page 5, line 32, reference to elements 74- 
1,74-2,74-i is questioned. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 -9 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claims 1 ,8 
the term "characterized" is questioned in that it is unclear as to whether such a term is 
inclusive or exclusive. In claim 8, it is unclear as to whether the combination of the MRI 
apparatus and the device are being claimed. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Snelten 
et al. The claims are directly readable on Snelten et al which disclose an invasive 
catheter used with an MRI apparatus. The catheter includes a circuit 18, and an 
electrical conductor 25 connected to the circuit. The conductor includes mutually 
separated segments separated by gaps whose length is determined by the operating 
frequency of the MRI apparatus. The conductor is 1 10 cm long and with small gaps 
positioned therein, each segment is less than 24 cm. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-5,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admission of the prior art in view of Duerr. Applicant discloses that an 
invasive device introduced into a body and imaged by an MRI system is known. The 
prior art device is disclosed as having an "envelope" with a circuit arranged at the distal 
end of the device and an electrical connection conductor connected to the circuit which 
extends through the "envelope". Duerr discloses an MRI system having a receiving 
antenna with a local coil 8. The coil includes a feeder 9 separated into segments by 
decoupling elements 10. Figure 2 shows a decoupling element having an inductance 
value of 1 H. The decoupling element shown in figure 2 is formed by having part of the 
feeder 9, which includes an inner conductor 12 and an outer jacket 13, arranged in the 
form of loops, thereby forming bifilar coils. The decoupling elements do not contain a 
ferromagnetic material. 

Claims 1-3,6,8,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Glowinski et al in view of Atalar. Glowinski et al disclose a catheter visualized in the 
body using MRI. Glowinski et al disclose that the conductor used can include twisted 
wires. Glowinski et al disclose all of the claimed structure except for the mutually 
separated segments. The MRI system disclosed by Glowinski et al includes a power 
supply unit and means for switching off the current through the conductor. Atalar 
disclose a cable for use in MRI which avoids excessive heating by dividing the cable 
into small pieces such that external magnetic waves do not interact with the cable. 
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Each segment of the cable is 20 cm. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art to have modified Glowinski et al such that the conductor is segmented as taught by 
Atlar in order to prevent excessive heating of the conductor due to its exposure to 
external magnetic fields from the MRI system.
